It is often a matiter of importance
to the purchaser of goods to be able
to distinguish between linen and ecot-
ton fibres in some more simple man-
ner than Ly the infallible test of the
microscope. This may be done by
taking a tnread of the fabric in ques-
tion, untwisting It slightly, and then
pulling it spart, and examining the
extremities where it hes separnted.
If the thread be of eotton it will part
very readily, and present st the ex-
tremity a frizzeled, branching, twist-
ed appearence. The linen thread, on
the other haud, generslly tears off
short, aud the ends form a tuft, con-
siating of simight threads, not twist-
od together. By trying the experi-
ment on known fabries of linen and
cotton an apprecistion of the differ-
ence may be gained, so that it will
always be possible to recognize the
materinl under any cirenmstances.
